The United States Government 
has given careful considorab' on to these proposals, as set forth in 
the Annex to this letter, and comments concerning then as follows j 

Recommendation No. 1 (pare 3) - High ^ requenoy Broadc as ting 


The United States has always cooperated! actively with other ITU 
members in formulating sound international allo o attl q sp qyesBignwent 
plans for high frequency broadcasting, a f a&t which jjs already known 
to the ITU ^embers generally. This Government ^ooqSdj therefore, sup- 
port such a recommendation. However, the United fit^t^^ ha*, consistently 
taken the position that it cannot be bound by ishlnt&rnatlcnal high 
frequent broadcasting frequency assignment J$fl^ 1)8 long as intuitional 
Jamming of such broadcasting continues. 


As an interim substitute, the United £ bates Ooisjiwent is pro- 
posing that the high frequency broadcasting a&tlnla trat ions coordinate 
their broadcasting program schedules and record these schedules Jlth 
the International Frequency Registration Board (XFRB) . It is be Lieved 
by many specialists that this approach can improve the international 
high frequency broaccesting use of the radio speetirtut, since it is 
based on self -proving operational requirement#* However, the United 

, States 
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States would be compelled firmly to oppose any proposal which might result in 
an expansion of the bands now allooated to the high frequency broadcasting 
service, since it is our opinion that the solution for high frequency broad- 
casting lies in the planned use of the spootrum space non available therefor 
rather than in the expansion of the high frequency broadcasting bands* 

Recommendation No. 2 (page U) - Frequency Modulation Broadcasting „ 

This recommendation poses no particular problem for the .United States 
where public VHP FM broadcasting has been in vogue for manyyeare, and where 
the volume of such broadcasting is steadily increasing. This Government would 
therefore be willing to suprort such a recommendation at the Radio Conference. 

Recommendat ion No. 3 (page g) - Tax Exemp tion of Radio Receivers 

The United States has for many years, and particularly since adoption of 
the Tariff Act of 1^30* been an advocate of the reduction of tariffs on certain 
articles. On that basis this Government has made veiy substantial reductions 
in tariffs, notably for telecommunications equipment. It would .therefore be 
prepared to support a proposal for a recommendation of this nature by the Radio 
Conference. 


Recommendation Ho. h (page 6) - Low-Co st Receive rs 


This, In substance, is a recommendation that the ITU, UNESCO and others, 
collaborate In research and developmental work on low-cost broadcasting 
receivers* Within the ITU, studies of this nature are made by the QGIR, where 
both government and non-government experts collaborate,- IherfL'if no reason why 
the ITU or the CC2B could not invite UNESCO experts to participate in such a 
Btudy. The U.8. Delegation to the Radio Conference could support such a 
recommendation.
